Pol!«hing Coral. 


Although Venice is a center for tour- 
ut trade in coral und shell cumeos, 
coral itaelf is neither gathered nor 
vorked there. The manufacture is con- 
iued to Torre del Greco. Polishing 
coral iu quantities ia au inteiosting 
fcutuie of the work. It is placed iii a 
small bug of strong, raw linen together 
with crushed pumice stone, imd the Img 
is shaken in a bpcciul tube with 11 hole 
for drainage under a small coluiuu of 
ivater. When the coral is well puini- 
catcd it is, washed and passed into a 
clean bag. Instead of the pumice the 
so called 'pulimeiito" (red or while) is 
us,ed, and the former operation is re- 
peated, first without water, then with 
u little and finally with much water, 
wlieii the coral has become brilliant. 
What the "pulimento" is the inhabit 
ants of Terro del Greco, whlfc so proud 
and jealous of their Industry, have 
never token the trouble to tlnd out, as, 
indeed, what the "aqua ossigenata" 
(hydrogen peroxide) is, which is used 
to change the color of the coral, black 
when extracted from the sea, to red. 
As for the "pulimento," it is not ditfer- 
ent from that which 'the jewelers use 
io polish precious stones.—Exchange.

Instead the Kai- 
ser declared, "The mask is off," and 
called on God to avenge his enemies. 
A swift reply to the statement of the 
Allies' terms of peace came in the 
German declaration of unrestricted 
and relentless war against all ship.- 
ping in the waters about the Allied 
countries.

ears up the last vestige of interna- 
ional law guaranteeing the freedom 
of the seas; and dashes the 
frag- 


ments in the face of every neutral 
nation.

The bases of

would include these propositions: 


1. That 
the nations establish 


among themselves a League to En- 
force Peace, dedicated to the peace- 
ful settlement of international dis- 
putes under the ultimate sanction of 
force:

tion of armaments within bounds de- 
termined by the necessities of such 
a League; 


3. That the

4. That the Central Powers 
be 


invited to join the League, and even 
if they refuse, be compelled to join 
in the limitation of armaments. 


There is no doubt that the Allies 


are ready to become 
part 
of 
a 


League to Enforce Peace when the 
war is over. They have said so un- 
equivocally in their reply to Presi- 
ednt Wilson's interrogation. On the 
other three propositions they have 
not yet been heard. Their disinclin- 
ation to agree to them need not be 
assumed. 
In any case 
the 
United 


States should exert to the fullest ex- 
tent of its power, if it enters 
the 


war to fight side by side with them, 
its influence to secure their adher- 
ence to such a program. That way 
lies the hope of permanent peace. 


As a. great English 
philosopher 


once said, "The first duty of man- 
kind is peace, the second duty is 
to fight to 
get it." The 
United 


States must not enter this war ex- 
cept in execution of this lofty duty. 
We must fight only to get pea'ce, un- 
iversal, durable, guaranteed.

After :i stt netsle of three years 
Benton's resolution was finally passed, 
and black lines weie drawn around 
the resolution of censure, with the in- 
scription, "Expunged by the older of 
the senate this 10th day of January, 
1837."

First Feeding Bottle. 


Possibly a hollow gourd constituted 


the first baby's feeding bottle. Torn 
from its parent tree, its edible interior 
would have found its way Jo the stom- 
ach of its adult plucker. after which 
the hollow shell would be filled with 
milk or other liquid refreshment for 
the satisfaction of the infant 
In 


tropical, countries, again, the cocoanut 
"would constitute a natural feeding bot- 
tle, already filled with the necessary 
nourishment. 


Without, however, indulging In spec- 


ulation of this kind it may be noted 
that the archaic vase room at the Brit- 
ish museum contains specimens of 
feeding bottles—tettnoe, archaeologists 
call them—dating back to between GOO 
and 700 years before Christ.' These 
very early babies' bottles are usually 
globular in shape, are elaborately dec- 
orated and are covered -with small 
knobs which, It is conjectured, were 
used to hang tiny bells upon. In short, 
tbe feeding bottle of those days was 
also a rattle and a picture book com- 
bined. 


Government Crop £stimat«*. 


Kearly 2,000.000 schedules are han- 


dled each year in the bureau of crop 
estimates of IJie United States depart- 
ment of agricuHurc in making up the 
government monthly crop reports, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
chief of tne bureau of crop estimates.

Sunset and 12 o'clock. 


The habit of counting 12 o'clock at 


sunset is very ancient. The Turks, 
Greeks and most other people in the 
Levant have almost always counted 
12 o'clock from sunset, and to this 
dajr the common people cannot under- 
stand that their clocks have to be 
changed every day and not ours. The 
Turks have officially adopted meridian 
time, but only since the Young Turks 
came into power—that is, since 1908- 
The change was even then not made 
immediately. Itl encountered a great 
deal'of opposition on leligious grounds, 
because the Mohammedan hours of 
prayer are regulated by the sun. And 
the common people still stick to the 
old system. Only in Constantinople 
and Smyrna .are there many Turks 
who keep the official meridian time, 
and the great majority of people 
throughout tbe .Turkish dominions still 
count 12 o'clock, as their ancestors 
have from time immemorial, at sun- 
set.—New York Times.
